France ts not 
Satisfied that Germany is as helpless as she would 
try to make out she is—and France has a real griev¬ 
ance against her ancient enemy. But for any country , 
to come out in favor of adding to the five-billion- 
Idollar annual armament bill, less than two decades 
■ her a wholesale slaughter Of human lives and the 
dissipation of untold material wealth, must seem to 
IheSneii ana women who foot the bill and suffer 
through war a ghastly commentary on what we am 
accustomed to call the march of progress. 

The Disarmament Conference, two years old next 
month, ha. been a fiasco. It has been an armament 
and not a disarmament conference, and all its dis¬ 
cussions obviously have been based on the assumfXion 
that war ia inevitable. When will the complacency 
of the public, always lucking—and naturally—about 
taxation, be replaced by the demand that their gov¬ 
ernments quit this reckless spending of money on instru¬ 
ments designed to destroy human life and property?

In spite of 
this increased load, teaching staffs are being cut 
Fifty-five thousand fewer teachers are employed to¬ 
day than two years ago. leaving to reduced staffs the 
matruction of 1,400.000 additional pupds^If educa¬ 
tion were run on industrial principles, increased buss- 
ness would lead to more money for operating expenses. 
With, schools, the reverie is the case. 

Some relief is coming from the Emergency Relief 
Administration of the federal government. A monthly 
grant of two mitbop dollars to states is helping them 
to put teachers back to-work again. Some aid IS being 
given for construction ongw school buildings. But 
the crux of the problem is the willingness and the 
ability of communities, working together, to surmount 
the difficulties. For where there is a V«ll for educa¬ 
tion, citizens do find a way- ' . 

New England, for example, has been hft- hard 
by ilia depression, yet h ia maintaining its educational 
' rxogramme with lea* curtailment than other sectiooa.

"Office recently show that 7.125 people were killed 
and 216.401 injured in road accidents m Great 
Britain last year, compared with 6.667 and 206.450 
in 1932. Thu. nearly twenty people were killed on 
the roada every day last year, and over 590 were 
injured every day. 

In the whole of Great Britain the total number 
of recorded accidents resulting m death ot personal 
injury was 191,829, of which 6.924 were fatal 
accidents. The corresponding figures for 1932 were 
184.006 and 6.487 respectively, showing an increase 
of 7.823 or 4.3 per cent m the total number of such 
accidents, as compared with an increase of 2.929. or 

1.6 per cent last year, and an increase of 437. or 

6.7 per cent in the number of fatal accidents, as com¬ 
pared with a small decrease last year. * ■*-

ALBERTA BEET FOR BRITISH MARKET 

A recent new* item reports that a leading London, 
England, mi porter of Alberta beef has purchased 
1,000 head of choice young feeder cattle direct from 
the ranchers. These cattle are to be placed with 
fanners in central and southern Alberta, who will 
feed them until spring, when they will be shipped to 
Great Britain, the fanners being paid seven cents a 
pound for all gain m weight. Thu enterprise may 
well hare a very important and beneficial influence 
on the development of the agricultural industry of 
■he province. Alberta's ability to produce healthy 
young cattle and feed grains is almost unlimited; what 
b needed, we are told, is the organization on a large 
scale of bnnging these young cattle to prune condition 
for overseas market*. In the old days, when cattle 
could be gfared on practically free range at little 
or no cost, the ranchers could sell their tops at low 
prices in the autumn, and a certain number of hay-fed 
cattle in the spring for local demand. But touch more 
intensive methods are essential nowadays to the build¬ 
ing up of an industry on any large scale. If the 
breedets could be sure of a fair price, for young stock 
of good quality year by year, and feeders could be 
sure of adequate remuneration for their feed and care 
during each winter, a situation would be created 
which would go a long way toward the general 
adoption of that diversified system of fanning which 
Alberta so badly needs and for which it ia so admir¬ 
ably suited. Direct relations between the Canadian 
breeder and the London unpotter, however, open up 
great possibilities for successful competition with the 
Argentine. _- •

It might be suggested that in that province, where a 
general election is to be held this year, the Conserva¬ 
tive party is getting a little nervous. It can be said 
for Premier Henry, however, that he does not seem 
to be broadenabng information that the citizens of 
Ontario are lhaakmg God that his administration is 
in office and not the Liberal party.

Attention of Government' 
Drawn to Spread of System 
By Union of Municipalities 


Two resolutions. seeking to en¬ 
large the Ncope of municipalities 
securing revenue from stures. 
were approved by the 'Union of 
British Colombia Municipalities at 
Its session In the City Hall yester¬ 
day afternoon. 

One, a very mild form of an aggres- 
aive recommendation from the Fraser 
Val l e y Jl eev e s* Association, attacking 
chain stores, read as follows: 

•That the union draw to the atten¬ 
tion of the government the rapid 
growth of chain stores and request 
that immediate steps be taken to cur¬ 
tail these stores, by taxation, regula¬ 
tion or otherwise tn favor of the resi¬ 
dent merchant who is rapidly being 
eliminated. M 

The Fraser Valley move had sug¬ 
gested drastic Increase In license fees 
on chain stores which would run up 
to $500 for chains in which there were! 
twenty branches and $1,000 for those 
with a greater number. 

A Victoria move "recommending 
that the union apply to the Provincial 
Legislature for legislation authorizing 
municipalities to levy and collect 
trades license fees baaed on assessment 
according to the number of persons 
engaged in the business or occupation 
licensed, and covering approximately 
five groups, namely wholesale, retail, 
chain stores, insurance and trust com¬ 
panies and professions," was also en¬ 
dorsed.

Hon. George 8. Pearson. Minister of 
Mines and Labor, stated In * toast 
to the I nIon of British C olumbia 
Municipalities delegates at their ,

A highlight of the function was the i 
presentation by the union of a silver 
tee service to Hon. A Wells Gray. 
Minister of Lands, retiring secretary- j 
treasurer, as a mark of appreciation to • 
him for hu splendid service to the 
tmiOa during hla twenty-six years' I 
membership. 

Mr. Pearson, In hu remarks, lauded I 
the spirit of co-operstlon shown by
